The  date  on  the  newspaper  was  June  12,  1961. 
As  I  looked  through  it,  my  attention  was 
drawn  to  a  familiar  name— Margaret  Morris— 
who  was  editor  of  the  "Daily  Owl."

As  I 
went  back  to  the  punch  bowl,  I  found  Marion 
Cash  who  told  me  that  Eloise  Gill  was  secre- 
tary for  a  candy  company  up  north.  She  also 
said  that  Mary  Ann  Floyd  was  married  and 
living  in  Raleigh  where  Nelson  was  State 
Highway  Commissioner,  and  that  Ruth  Wil- 
son and  Elizabeth  Blalock  had  gone  to  Paris 
to  study  the  latest  fashions. 
It  was  time  to  leave  so  I  started  out  the  door 
only  to  meet  Nat  Burwell  who  told  me  he 
was  the  owner  of  a  fruit  produce  company  in 
Florida.  He  asked  me  where  I  had  been  the 
last  ten  years,  so  I  told  him  I  was  still  in  Wake 
Forest  College  so  deeply  intent  upon  getting 
my  diploma  that  I  had  not  been  getting 
around  much  for  the  past  ten  years.
